Catharines, (Int., who has jnsl arrived 
here from Winnipeg, says: - "1 have not- 
ed the riso of the lied Kiver and the As- 
siniboine for two weeks, and can say that 
portions of Winnipeg and adjacent coun- 
try are inundated, especially to the w.-sf 
and south-west. 1 strongly advised the 
management of the Manitoba Itaihvay not 
to send any more emigrants to that conn 
try until positive assurances that the wa- 
ters have receded have been received, and 
my advice was based on the following: 
On Sunday last that portion of Winnipeg 
west and north-west of the market was 
tlooded from the west — said tn be from 
tho Assiniboine, which had inundated the 
potinlry from Bay St. Paul. 

' IMMIUItANTS SVVA.MPKIl. 

For want of adequate room many of 
I lit; recently arrived immigrants were in 
mnts near the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Htution, and the grounds on which a large 
portion of them were tented was over- 
flowed, as wore many houses in tin' vicin- 
ity. On Monday morning an attempt 
was made by the railroad company to 
nnvo tho immigrants west to the dry 
country, but when the train had proceed- 
ed westerly two miles it was brought to a 
standstill, the reason being that the coun- 
try to the south and west was covered 
w'ith water as far as the eye could reac h.

Mr. Punster. The Hun. Minster of 
Railways has made no provisions what- 
ever for the railway of Vancouver Island. 
The Hon. Minister knows that, according 
to agreement, and according to the Order 
in Council that was passed, Esqunnalt 
was to be the terminus and not Port Moo- 
dy. This vote will bring the railway only 
as far as Port Moody; yet it will be found 
that commercial necessities will require it 
to be carried ultimately to Ksqttimalt. 
The Hon. Minister would be tho gainer 
by bringing tho railway there, because the 
laud that has been ceded to him by tho 
British Columbian (Iovernmont would 
build the whole road through British Col- 
umbia. The portion of the road that 
ought to havo been commenced first was 
that at Esquimau!) which to-day would 
have been a paying road. It would havo 
yielded enough money to have hulk one- 
half of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and 
probably more than enough to build the 
whole, faking the royally they charge on 
coal and coal lands in British Columbia 
that the ( iovernmont aitil people wore will- 
ing to concede In this, matter groat in- 
justice has been tlonu to British Columbia. 
The Hon. Minister of Railways who has 
been out there and knows the value of those 
coal lands, .will admit the injustice. 
American capitalists have offered to build 
the road from lCsquimalt to Nanainio, 
for the sake of the coal lauds of t he Island, 
that coal being the best on the Pacific 
coast. If they do us justice they will see 
the iron road completed early. They 
have now got the land ceded to 'them by 
I lie British Columbia (iovernment, but by 
their neglect they have retarded the settle- 
ment of the province at least ten years. 
The (iovernmont has been unjust to the 
commerce of the Dominion in nominating 
Port Moody as the terminus of the Pacific 
railroad as will bo seen when we have to 
compete with the Union and Central Pa- 
cific, at San Francisco, and the Northern 
Pacific at Pugot Sound. They will have 
to bring the Canadian Pacific to Nanaimo 
yet. We were proud and independent 
enough not to take from the late (Iovern- 
ment £750,000 for the stile of our rights, 
and we are now entitled to demand from 
the present Government the fulfilment of 
theircontract with British Columbia. We 
have a claim against Canada for the in- 
justice done us, in not fulfilling t lie agree- 
ment entered into with British Columbia. 
So far as T am concerned I will seo that 
we get j ustice and damages. The Premier 
got the best seat in our gift, and he should 
do his utmost to securo us the justico we 
are entitled to. I .unaware that tho Gov- 
ernment has many difficulties, but when 
they see the value of the land, they should 
endeavor to turn it to proper account. 1 
want to draw the attention of the Hon. 
.Minister of Railways to the great injus- 
tice that has been done our Province. 
No ono knows it better than he, inasmuch 
as he has totally left out our Island Rail- 
way from the Syndicate bargain. 

Sir Charles Tuppor, The subject to 
which the Hon. Gentleman has alluded is 
of very great importance. At tho request 
of the lato (Iovernment a bill was passed 
by the Local Legislature of British Col- 
umbia reserving for tho use of the (iov- 
ernment for tho construction of the Rail- 
way a belt of land mi each side from Vic- 
toria to Nanaimo. The present Govern- 
ment were very much in hopes that the 
Syndicate would have found if to their 
interest to construct the road. When 1 
went to British Columbia, 1 conferred 
with the Government of that Province as 
to the land they would give and an infor- 
mal arrangement was made Inappropriate 
in addition to that twenty miles a further 
concession of land running up to Sey- 
mour's Narrows, and I was very sanguine 
t hat the Syndicate would be induced for 
the lands thus offered to construct that 
portion of the road; they sent a very .able 
contractor, Mr. Ross, to examine the 
country and report, hut bis report was 
not of a sufficiently favourable character 
to induce them to undertake the work. [ 
am glad to learn, however, that a San 
Francisco Company are prepared to con- 
struct the road for the lands which tho 
Government is prepared to givo. T have 
a telegram from Mr. Trutch saying thai 
the (iovernment of British Columbia havo 
given the charter to Mr. Clements and bis 
associates. Tho difficulty therefore to 
which the Hon. Gentleman referred is re- 
moved and these lands are now in the 
hands of the Local Uovornnient free from 
the restrictions placctl in the Act. 

Mr. Punster. Bet me state the dif- 
ference of opinion between the Hon Gen- 
tleman and myself. We have made tin 
agieenieitt with Canada which they have 
not fulfilled. It is not right that tins 
(invernnieiit shonhl let a San b'lincisco 
lipm make a contract uith our Govern- 
ijient. 

Sir Charles Tuppor. If the lfm\. Gen- 
tleman will wait until concurrence we will 
lie better ablo to discuss the subject, for 
then we will have full information.

LoNiion, May II. Many Europeans 
are leaving Cairo, and the ministry are 
preparing forts on the northern coast. 

A joint occupation by European powers 
had been agreed upon, but it is under 
stood Germany is opposed to united ac- 
tion, and of course a single defection is 
fatal to ihe scheme. Europe, like Ireland, 
seems to believe that tiny thing and every- 
thing nitty be obtained from Mr. Glad- 
stone's administration by means of threats 
of violence, a state of things not particu- 
larly promising for a peaceful solution of 
the Egyptian difficulty. 

London, May 15. In the House of 
Lords Granville stated that the govern- 
ment's policy in regard to Egypt was the 
maintenance of the sovereignty of Ihe 
Sultan and the security of tho Christian 
population. They were in accord with 
tho French govei umeiit, which disclaimed 
an intention to arrogate any preponder- 
ating influence. 

In the commons it wan announced that 
the French and English sqitadtons have 
gone io India on their nay to Alexandria'. 

It is staled that the Turkish Admiralty 
has been ordered to prepare twelve iron- 
clads and transports for .sea, in t; uincction 
with Ihe crisis in Egypt. 

London, May lit.- English an d Front 
ironclads will proceed immediately to 
Alexandria, and the remainder til' Europe 
will he represented by 'Anstiiau and 
Italian men-of-war. The chamber of no- 
tables unanimously refused to assemble 
unless legally convened. When Arabi 
Bey heard their decision ho exclaimed, 
"Then no. shall have civil war.' A mili- 
tary demonstration is momentarily ex- 
pected. In the cveul oi Turkish inter- 
vention Arabi Bey intends t withdraw 
with troops into the citadel of Cairo, tak- 
ing the practical Turkish pashas as his 
hostages. Stone Pasha has resigned, nol 
desiring to v iolate his oath to Ihe khe- 
dive. 

Pauls, Ma\ 15. — The French squadron 
from Piraeus will join the British squad- 
ron from Corfu at Crete. Tho British 
and French governments sent identical 
notes to tho power. 1 : stating the measures 
determined upon relating to Egypl.

TfflJ MAINLAND ASSIZES. 

There are some men who never run 
pursue a straight road. Mr. Walkem 
is one of them. If a crooked path can 
be found lie will follow it. lie has so 
arranged the mainland circuit thai the 
interests of suitors will he subservient 
to political ends. We have before 
pointed out the utility of a continuous 
assize throughout the mainland; I.e., 
the Courts should be held at the differ- 
ent assize towns at such times as 
would enable professional men travel 
ing on circuit to be present at all the 
Courts. The- business of litigants re- 
quires such a course. There are few 
indeed, if any, single cases, civil or 
criminal, in which the party can afford 
to pay adequate remuneration for pro- 
fessional services and traveling ex- 
penses of a barrister on circuit, and it 
is therefore plain that if the Courts be 
so manipulated that a continuous cir- 
cuit cannot be held, parties 
must go without counsel, or must 
lie subjected to the payment of 
extraordinary expenses for legal 
services. There are, we are in- 
formed on goad authority, rases at 
• Ivamloops, Clinton and Uarkerville in 
which counsel have been instructed 
and engaged. The practice until lately 
has been to hold the ussi/.n courts at 
these places consecutively and in the 
order mimed. Vet Mr. Walkem has 
thought lit to change the order of things. 
Any out? conversant with the geography 
of the country will know that profes- 
sional men at tending the Clinton court 
ou the CJtli of July cannot also attend 
both the Katuloops and Barkerville as- 
sizes, as the Kamloops court is fixed for 
the 20tu July and that of Barkerville 
for the 24th of the same month.- We 
hazard the opinion that the solicitor in 
the attorney general's oflice will conduct 
the crown prosecutions at all 
the assize courts except the 
Barkerville one; and that Mr. Walkem 
will take that himself and run his elec- 
tion. Certainly Mr. Harrison cannot be 
present both at Kamloops and Cariboo; 
hence the country will be put to double 
the expense in the conduct of crown pro- 
secutions,' Instead of thero being one 
crown prosecutor there will be two, and 
this in order that Mr. Walkem may run 
iho assizes to suit his political ei.xgeneies. 
The times of the assizes aro thus a fair 
indication that the elections will be held 
in the month of July, and the country 
will also know that the circuit courts are 
regulated as to the holding of them more 
in tho political interest of Mr. Walkem 
than for the welfare of suitors or the 
economy of public money. With a fresh 
llouao it is to be hoped the circuit 
courts, except in cases of emergency, will 
bo regulated by statute. I'nless we are 
greatly mistaken the capricious holding 
of assizes to suit the political necessities 
of the Walkem party will be reacntrd on 
the mainland at tho coniiui' elections.

As there seems a grave misunderstand- 
ing as to the aims and scope of tho late 
executions at Dublin, wo, the executives 
of the Irish Republican Brotherhood, ro- 
([iiest idl aforesaid to withhold their 
opinions of this matter for the present, 
and refrain from expressions of sympathy 
at public meeting. 1 -: which tend to humili- 
ate Ireland and give aid and comfort to 
ICngland. As to the monster Burke he 
had preyed upon the lives and liberties 
of his countrymen for many years, and 
had deserved death a thousand times at 
our hands. As to Lord Frederick Caven- 
dish, lineal descendant of tho infamous 
Lord Brougham, who hiingoct tho gallant 
and patriotic MacEagan, Bishop of Ross, 
at Carrigodohid, because he would not 
betray his country, his very name stinks 
in the nostrils of the Irish people, by the 
iniquities of bis brother, Lord Harting- 
toti, and wholesale evictions of his father, 
the Duke of Devonshire, thereby driving 
thousands of rightful owners of the soil 
to the poorhouse, exile and death. 

This organization has tolerated the va- 
garies of Parnell and his safe treason- 
mongers until he has filled (lie bastilea 
of our country with- victims by his 
useless parliamentary agitation, which 
left 20,0UO persons homeless last year and 
drove millions of our people to exile. 
This ceases to be harmcloss when a truce 
is made by which he himself and his 
friends are allowed to go free and eighty 
Ireland's bravest sons are left to languish 
in prison, to be exiled or assassinated, 
and these the men who by so-called "out- 
rages" opened the prison doors to Par- 
nell and bis friends.

The latest in- 
telligence and latest belief of the police is, 
that Earl Spencer would have been mur- 
dered had tho opportunity favored. No- 
body longer denies that tho assassinations 
were planned for a direct political purpose. 
This was the Irish answer to England's 
latest message of peace. Mr. Parnell's 
assertions that the members were directed 
against his new policies, is considered to 
prove, if true, that leadership of the an 
ivo party has passed out of his hands. 

Englishmen are disposed to believe Mr. 
Parnell's present abhorrence of the crime. 
Nevertheless, they held him responsible 
for tho murder, as the culmination of a 
long sories of assassinations which be fail- 
ed to condemn. His appearance in the 
House on Monday, in the character of a 
mourner, evoked protest in several quar- 
ters. The Parliamentary proceeding;*, 
with that exception, were deeply impres- 
sive throughout.

English press had bestowed. England, 
like her Government, is still ready t.> 
grant every measure of relief to Ireland, 
but its proposal to make Parnell a police- 
man, has ceased to be possible.

LONDON LETTERS. 

Tho Situation in Rogard. to Irish Mat- 
tors as Soon by Corrospondonc. 



Ni.u York, May ID. — The TrihitaSa 
London cable says: Amid all tho excite- 
ments of tho week the gravest political 
incident is the complete rupture of the 
coalition between the Government and 
Mr. Parnell. The Ministers last week 
fully believed that they had secured the 
co-operation of Mr. Parnell in their effort 
for restoration of order in Ireland in ex- 
change for amendments in the Land Act. 
The alliance remained unshaken by the 
Dublin murders, the Pamellites assuming 
every appearance of decorous distress that 
the catastropho called for. Their grief 
was probably sincere enough, since the 
assassination threatened to unsettle (ho 
existing political combination. The ex- 
traordinary contidencc of the Government 
in the arrangements with Parnell was in- 
dicated by the protests of the liberal press 
on Monday against alb .wing the alliance 
to be disturbed by Saturday's events. 
Word was passed around that there was to 
be no panic and no vindictiveness. The 
Liberals having engineered Mr. Forster 
out of the cabinet, and believing them- 
selves masters of the situation, and secure 
of their reclaimed Irish allies, were deter- 
mined to persevere in the new policy. 

Politically speaking, all went well till 
Thursday, when Sir William tlarcourt 
disclosed the provisions of tho new pre- 
vention of crime bill. When lie sat down, 
the whole fabric of the Liberal Irish con- 
federacy, so patiently and ingenious put 
together, had collapsed. Messrs. Parnell, 
Mealy and Dillon rose successfully and 
denounced tho new measure in terms of 
the fiercest hatred. The intense passion 
with which Mr. Parnell spoke plainly de- 
noted his conviction that he had been out- 
manoeuvered or overreached. Conster- 
nation prevailed in the radical camp, but 
the overwhelming force of the party and 
public opinion prevented open dissensions 
and compelled an all but unanimouslibcral 
support for a measure which many radicals 
privately protested against. The Minis- 
ters affirm that the principles of this bill 
were settled last week. Mr. Chamberlain 
assented to and approved its main fea- 
tures, which wore little altered if at all in 
consequence of the assassination, but no 
Irish member was consulted. What am- 
azes every practical politician outside of 
the cabinet is that the Ministers should 
have supposed for one moment that it was 
possible to expect Mr. Parnell's support 
for a really efficient bill. The universal 
expression of Sir William Harcourt's state- 
ment is that this is the most stringent 
measure of coercion ever framed, a mea- 
sure which if worked in tho same spirit 
may paralyze the whole machinery of in- 
timidation and terror on which Iho pro- 
moters of Irish disaffection rely. Hence 
Air.
